NEW YORK Law-enforcement agencies in- 
creasingly are obtaining warrants to search 
Facebook, often gaining detailed access to 
users’ accounts without their knowledge. 

A Reuters review shows that since 2008, 
federal judges have authorized at least two 
dozen warrants to search individuals’ Face- 
book accounts. 

Federal agencies seeking the warrants in- 
clude the FBI, DEA and Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement, and the investiga- 
tions range from arson to rape to terrorism. 

The Facebook search warrants typically 
demand a user’s “Neoprint” and “Photo- 
print”— terms Facebook has used to de- 
scribe a detailed package of profile and 
photo information that is not even available 
to users themselves. 

These terms appear in manuals for law 
enforcement agencies on how to request 
data from Facebook. The manuals, posted 
on various public-advocacy websites, ap- 
pear to have been prepared by Facebook, 
although a spokesman for the company de- 
clined to confirm their authenticity. 

The review of data indicates that federal 
agencies were granted at least ii warrants 
to search Facebook since the beginning of 
2011, nearly double the number for all of 
2010. 

The precise number of warrants served 
on Facebook is hard to determine, in part 
because some records are sealed, and war- 
rant applications often involve unusual 
case names. (One example: “USA v. Face- 
book USER ID Associated with email ad- 
dress jimmietwhitettrashz@yahoo.com,” a 
sealed case involving a drug sale.) 

Facebook’s Chief Security Officer, Joe 
Sullivan, declined to say how many warrants 
had been served on the company. He said 
Facebook is sensitive to user privacy and 
that it regularly pushes back against law- 
enforcement “fishing expeditions.” 


Not challenged 

None of the warrants discovered in the review 
has been challenged on the grounds that it 
violated a person’s Fourth Amendment pro- 
tection against unlawful search and seizure, 
according to a review of the cases. 

Some constitutional-law experts said the 
Facebook searches may not have been chal- 


lenged because the defendants— not to men- 
tion their “friends” or others whose pages 
might have been viewed as part of an investi- 
gation— never knew about the search. 

By law, neither Facebook nor the govern- 
ment is obliged to inform a user when an 
account is subject to a search by law enforce- 
ment, though prosecutors are required to dis- 


close material evidence to a defendant. 

Twitter and several other social-media sites 
have formally adopted a policy to notify users 
when law enforcement asks to search their 
profile. 

In January Twitter also successfully chal- 
lenged a gag order imposed by a federal judge 
in Virginia that forbade the company from 
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informing users that the government had de- 
manded their data. 

Twitter said in an email that its policy was 
“to help users protect their rights.” The Face- 
book spokesperson would not say whether 
the company had a similar policy to notify us- 
ers or if it was considering adopting one. 


The case of the satanists 

In several recent cases, however, Facebook 
apparently did not inform account-holders 
or their lawyers about government snooping. 

Last year, several weeks after police ap- 
prehended four young Satanists who burned 
down a church in Pomeroy, Ohio, an FBI 
agent executed a search warrant on Face-

book seeking data about two of the suspects. 

All four ultimately pleaded guilty and re- 
ceived sentences of eight to lo years in state 
prison (along with a message of forgiveness 
from a church official who called the sen- 
tence “God’s time out,” and presented them 
with a Bible). 

It is unclear if data obtained from the 
warrant was used in the investigation. 

Lawyers for the two defendants were un- 
aware of the searches until they were con- 
tacted by Reuters. 

In another case, the DEA searched the ac- 
count of Nathan Kuemmerle, a Hollywood 
psychiatrist who pleaded guilty in L.A. fed- 
eral court after a joint operation last year by 
the DEA and local police revealed he had 
run a “pill mill” for celebrity customers. 

Records show that the DEA executed a 
warrant to search Kuemmerle’s Facebook 
account weeks after his arrest. 

At Kuemmerle’s bail hearing, a police de- 
tective pointed to comments Kuemmerle 
made on Facebook and the site’s popular 
game “Mafia Wars” to argue that he should 
be denied bail. 

According to Kuemmerle’s lawyer, John 
Littrell, the detective testified on cross- 
examination that the information was from 
“an undercover source.” Littrell told Re- 
uters that neither he nor his client was ever 
informed about the warrant, and that he 
only learned of its existence from Reuters. 

The detective said in an email that he 
did not recall being asked about how he ob- 
tained the Facebook information. 

The DEA did not reply to requests for 
comment. 

Potential for legal challenges 

The Facebook searches potentially open up 
new legal challenges in an area that at one 
time seemed relatively settled: How much

protection an individual has against govern- 
ment searches of personal information held 
by third parties. 

In a 1976 case. United States v. Miller, a 
divided U.S. Supreme Court ruled that a 
bank did not have to inform its customer 
when it turned over his financial records to 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Fire- 
arms. 

In doing so, the Supreme Court held 
that the customer could not invoke Fourth 
Amendment rights against illegal search 
and seizure because the records were bank 
property in which he had no legitimate “ex- 
pectation of privacy.” 

Under this reasoning, a person would have 
no more expectation of privacy in Facebook 
content than in bank records. A key differ- 
ence, however, is the scale of information 
that resides on social networking sites. 

“It is something new,” said Thomas Clan- 
cy, a constitutional-law professor at the 
University of Mississippi. “It’s the amount 
of information and data being provided as a 
matter of course by third parties.” 

Eben Moglen, a cyberlaw professor at 
Columbia Law School, says the Facebook 
searches show that courts are ill-equipped 
to safeguard privacy rights in an age of digi- 
tal media. In his view, “the solutions aren’t 
legal, they’re technical.”

As if in response to Chicago's sudden summer heat, 
Mariljm Monroe^s famous subway-grate stance, as 
captured in “I'he Seven Year Itch,” is now front and 
center on Michigan Avenue. 

T he massive sculpture in Pioneer Court (400 
block of North Michigan Avenue, east side), by 
Newjersty-bascd artist Sc ward Johnson, began in- 
stallation late Monday night, leaving Monroe’s fa- 
mous legs (and dainty panties) exposed to Tuesday 
morning commuters and tourists. The top half of 
the sculpture and the 26 -foot-tall completed work 
will be unveiled after 7 p.m. Friday evening. 

Johnson is known for placing ginormous pop-art 
icons in public spaces, including twice previously 
at Pioneer Court. You may remember his massive 
‘American Gothic” homage, “God Bless America,” 


which in fall 2009 captured Grant ^^od’s iconic 
pair with suitcases at their feet, as if they were 
merely stopping in Chicago cn route to the farm, 
'fhe prior summer, a 20 -foot- tall “King T.ear” 
graced the plaza. Both sculptures departed after 
six-month stints, but not before drawing thousands 
of snapshots— and opinions— from passers-by. 

The Marilyn statue, which will stand in the plaza 
through spring 2012, already had drawn a buzz by 
lunchtime Tuesday 

“I like most of [Johnsoris] stuff,” said 'Wbst Town 
resident Christopher Walberg, who paused in the 
plaza while on an errand. “It does allow for some 
interaction with tourists.” 

Many of them snapped photos while leaning 
against Marilyn’s chipped pedicure. A passing 
tour bus guide— whose passengers turned in sync 


to stare— already was incorporating the sculp- 
ture into his routine, ^?£bmcn passing through the 
windy plaza clutched their skirts, unwittingly emu- 
lating the sculpture, while a trio of handlers tight- 
ened a nearby parachute covering what could be its 
top half, 

“We do the public art because [Zeller Realty 
Group president] Paul Zeller is really committed 
to providing art to the general public,” said Me- 
lissa 1 ‘arrell, executive assistant at Zeller, for which 
she oversees artwork in Pioneer Court and some 
indoor locations. She added that Tlie Sculpture 
Foundation, with which Zeller Realty Group is 
partnered, owns the piece. 

“[Zeller] likes to bring in things that cause a con- 
versation,” Farrell said. “Tliey might be controver- 
sial, but he likes art that makes people think.”

I'he secret to summer party survival predates air conditioning by a couple of hundred years. 
I'hat^s right: punch. Beloved by both 17th-century sailors and college kids with trash cans and 
Kooi-Aid mixj it is the perfect summer drink. 

Punch is, by definition, a drink prepared in large quantities with some ingredient— sparkling 
wine, water, ice— for dilution. Because it^s usually made in a bowl, it can^t be shaken or stirred 
the way a cocktail can. It’s Lighter than a cocktail, too, which makes it perfect for drinking over 
a long period of time and helps you avoid, um, punching out for the day prematurely 

And as Paul McGee, head bartender at The Whistler, points out, you’ll get more time to 
socialize if you prepare a punch or two ahead of time. We agree, so wc asked McGee and some 
other Chicago bartenders for punch recipes to make any summer party a chill affair. 


Admiral Schley Punch

Incubus 

If Not Now, When?" 

(Epic Records) 

Is it fair to criticize 
a band for making 
the album they 
wanted to make, 
not the one you 
wanted them to 
make? Yes, it is, 
when their ap- 
proach isn’t working. 

For the group’s sixth album and 

first since 2006’s “Light Grenades,’’ Incubus rocks less than they ever have and trusts Brandon 
Boyd’s lyricism and not-great voice with a load they can’t bear. “I was lost, but now I am found/a 
line was crossed, a vessel run aground,’’ sings Boyd at the beginning of the droopy “In the 
Company of Wolves,’’ later noting, “It helps to know serenity from ennui.’’ Ouch. 

The words aren’t the only problem; the acoustically driven “Defiance” borrows from 
“Ramble On” without any urgency, while the mellow “Friends and Lovers” could be a delet- 
ed track from a Toad the West Sprocket record. Bubbling “Isadore” succeeds in exploring 
new, stripped-down psychedelic territory, while “Switchblade” recaptures the band’s past 
energy. Still, the name of this album-whose title track couldn’t be less motivating-really 
should have been, “If Not Now, How About Never?”

together, we discovered that we had this great 
chemistry. You can’t even try to make that; it 
just happens. But the other thing is that I ap- 
proach the show in sort of a selfless kind of 
way. My job-through either acting or as a pro- 
ducer-is to help Larry David get his vision on- 
screen. So I’m not thinking about me, although I 
do enjoy when I get something funny to do. 

One collaboration that surprised me was 
when you directed John Waters in his solo 
show, “This Filthy World.” You seem like 
very different people. 

You’d think, but I can’t tell you how famously 
we got along and still get along. As a matter 
of fact, I just did an interview with him in L.A. 

It was a conversation with myself and John 
Waters, and we had a ball. 

But we are different on so many levels. I lead, 
compared to him especially, a rather pedestrian 
life. I’m married with a family, and he’s gay, and 
he’s jet-set, and he’s brilliant, and he’s wonder- 
ful. And it’s been my honor-l’ve learned a ton 
from him, and I just can’t get enough of him, ac- 
tually. I love him. The thing that people should 
know is that he’s a great guy.

‘Curb’ Star hangs out 
with John Waters, 
not hookers

Garlin brings his stand-up show, “No 
Sugar Tonight,” to the Steppenwolf for a two- 
week run. We called him to find out more. 


What can people expect from the show? 

I’m going to talk about my addiction to sugar, 
but there’s so many other things I’m going to 
talk about too. There’s a lot of food in it, though, 
that’s for sure. 


Have you acquired a substitute vice? 

No! What am I going to do, drugs? I never did 
drugs, I don’t drink, I don’t like hookers. 


I should rephrase that: I’ve never been with a 
hooker. I might like the hooker [laughs], I just 
don’t know. 


Where do you like to hang out in Chicago? 

I like going to the Jazz Record Mart, the Eleven 
City Diner and Manny’s on Roosevelt Road. And 
I love going to Cubs games and to the Music 
Box Theatre. 


You have a reputation for helping other ac- 
tors, which Hollywood is not really famous 
for. Where did you develop that philosophy? 

I come from the belief that if somebody doesn’t 
reach out a hand to help somebody else, noth- 
ing will ever get done. It inspires me to help 
people and of course, you gotta be nice. You 
always hear, “Be nice to assistants and recep- 
tionists because someday they might be this 
in charge of that.’’

You can’t help but notice how similar comedians Hannibal Buress and Lil Rel appear. And when 
you find out they’re both from the West Side of Chicago, you might think they’re related. 

“We almost look like brothers,” Rel, whose real name is Milton Howery said. “I’m way more 
handsome than him, so I know it’s the glasses.” 

But that’s where the similarities end, as both comics told RedEye in separate interviews. 
Their acts are seemingly polar opposites, making them something of a comedy odd couple. 

Fans can see that for themselves with Buress performing at Zanies Comedy Club this week, 
and Rel continuing to perform all over the city, including at Jokes & Notes Comedy Club in 
Bronzeville on Wednesdays. 


On stage, Lil Rel is fast-talking and animated, using 
for his material experiences from the West Side such 
as life with his parents and “ ’hoodrats” on the bus, 
while Buress is observational, cerebral and popular 
with hipsters, telling stories about his desire to kick 
pigeons or not waste pickle juice. 

The differences in their personalities are apparent 
face-to-face, with Lil Rel talking excitedly while Bu- 
ress speaks slowly and directly 

While calling Buress’ comedy “our generation’s 
Jerry Seinfeld,” Rel admitted his style was much dif- 
ferent. “I’m a little more ghetto than he is,” Rel said. 
“That’s what makes our relationship unique. We’re 
nothing alike.” 

Against the odds, the two grew up on the West Side 
and decided to try comedy 

“To think about where we’re at in comedy and where 
we’re from, it’s fascinating,” Rel, 31, said. “Not even 
just comedy two guys from the West Side to make it 
all the way through with something.” 

They both got their starts going to open mics in col- 
lege, with Rel attending Harold Washington College 
and Buress going to Southern Illinois University 
“It was something I hadn’t thought of doing until 
I started going to open mics about a month before,” 


WEST SIDE STORIES 

We asked the two about their experiences coming 
from the West Side and doing comedy in Chicago. s.b. 

Lil Rel: “Everything IVe done, especially TV stuff, 

I always make sure they know I’m from the West 
Side of Chicago. I don’t want people to think I’m 
from somewhere else. I think that’s what makes me 
unique at this point, is I talk about the characters and 
the people I meet from where I’m from. All my mate- 
rial is based on my life and the West Side of Chicago.’’ 

Hannibal Buress: “Maybe the North side 
responded better to me, but they were easier to 
get to than the ones on the South Side. There 
was nothing on the West Side. There was very 
little comedy on the West Side of Chicago.’’ 


said Buress, 28, who now lives in Brooklyn. ‘And there 
were some bad people at the open mics, so I decided 
to try it.” 

Their paths soon crossed. Buress’ second time on 
stage, he opened a show Rel was headlining at SIU. 
They recognized a mutual seriousness about comedy 
and bonded. Especially, Rel said, once he found out

Buress had a “terrible” Ford Escort. 

“I didn’t have a car at the time, so I used to follow whatever 
comic had a car ... and let them open up for me,” Rel said. “He 
had the worst car in the world. I remember thinking, ‘This is not 
going to work.’ I don’t know how we got to Peoria.” 

After driving to gigs together on the South Side for a 
while, Rel suggested Buress work the North Side com- 
edy clubs. 

“With Chicago, the style of comedy is segregated,” 
Rel said. “Sometimes with the urban rooms they want 
the style fast and aggressive. His style is a little chill. 
You have to hear him out to know what’s going on. So 
I was like, ‘You got to go up north. Don’t keep trying to 
fight with these people.’ 

‘And he did and he dominated. He was like the king up 
there.” 

Since then, Buress’ career has taken him a long way from beat- 
up Ford Escorts. In 2008, he moved to New York. After a year, 
he was hired to write for “Saturday Night Live.” 

“It was great to have that job, but I don’t think it was 
extremely crazy” Buress said. “I’m not famous and that 
didn’t make me famous; it just kind of gave me a better 
credibility within the industry and made me more weU- 
known in comedy circles. It was a job, it was fun.” 

He left “SNL’ to write for “30 Rock” in 2010, and 
this season had a recurring role as a homeless guy He 
recently quit “30 Rock” to focus on stand-up and write 
his own show, but that is “super preliminary,” he said. 
Meanwhile Rel, who lives in the south suburb of 
Harvey has had his own share of success, appear- 
ing on “Last Comic Standing,” among numerous 
other TV spots. He has been flying to L.A. for his 
budding acting career after starring in the film 
“Get a Job” last year. 

The two stay in touch. In interviews, Buress fre- 
quently mentions Rel as one of his favorite comedians. But don’t 
expect to see them perform together. 

“He won’t let me open up for him for nothing,” Lil Rel said, 
laughing. “I think we can really have a good show I’m going to 
harass him about it.” 

Buress has his reasons for not working with his pal. “Lil Rel 
might blow me off the stage,” he said. “For one, he’s got glasses 
too, so both of us with glasses is too much. I can’t have someone 
with glasses going on before me.”

Buress takes risks

If you want to hear crickets in a comedy 
club, here’s one useful line: “Who’s here 
tonight on an Internet date?” 

Hannibal Buress, the rising. West Side of 
Chicago-born comic, threw that one out 
at Zanies on Saturday night. All the front 
tables suddenly were staring at the ceiling. 
The line is the mark of a comic with a very 
healthy propensity for two crucial tools of 
the trade: risk-taking and self-destruction. 

Much the same forces were at work in 
another section of Buress’ smart, sardonic 
and narrative-heavy set, wherein he took 
down the Chicago nightlife impresario 
Billy Dec. Deliciously 

The story began with an invitation for 
Buress and “his team” to come over to the 
subterranean River North nighterie. One 
understood why Celebs are part of the 
appeal of “The Underground,” and given 
his connections to “30 Rock,” “Saturday 
Night Live” and the rest, Buress now 
qualifies. The story continued with the 
bouncers’ horror at the number of males in 
the hastily assembled “team,” pretty girls 
being as crucial as celebrities, and it ended 
with Buress finally talking his way in, only 
to accidentally insult Dec himself, who 
immediately summoned security and had 
Buress ejected. “Team,” and all. 

Part of Buress’ charm— and, indeed, 
a good portion of why he is so funny— is 
that you can believe that, or something 
close, really happened. Which is not to 
say it did. Either way it takes some guts to 
stomp all over a local kingmaker, especially 
one who has invited you to his club. Bu- 
ress’ on-stage persona is quite the compel- 
ling cocktail of listlessness underpinned by 
anger on slow burn.
